Developer Michael Rose Seeks 
Residents’ Support in Rezoning

The Greenbelt East Action Committee (GEAC) meet¬ 
ing on March 3 heard a presentation by representatives of 
developer Michael Rose, outlining plans for development of 
three parcels along Hanover Parkway. The three parcels, 
containing in all 21.63 acres, lie to the south of Hunting 
Ridge condominiums and west of Hanover Parkway. 

The developer, Michael T. 


It’s night time. A group 
of guys done with their 
day's work are seated in 
front of a blackboard being 
drilled on topics like back- 
drafts, and flashovers. A 
hearty discussion unfolds. 
Suddenly the discussion 
stops and everyone freezes 
so they can hear the muffled 
voice over the radio. “That's 
us." someone yells, breaking 
the silence, and everyone 
runs for the exit, grabs his 
gear, and jumps on one or 
the other of two of the red 
engines parked in the adja¬ 
cent garage. 

GreenbeLt’s volunteer firefight¬ 
ers are an outfit, a club, and in 
a very real respect members of 
a family. When a call comes in 
alerting the men of a fire or a 
first aid/rescue situation, the re' 
sponse falls into place quite na¬ 
turally, in accordance with the 
Department’s command struc¬ 
ture, firefighter training levels, 
and understood preferences. 

Their station and line of work 
are shared during daytime hours 
by paid career firefighters, who 
are employed by the county. The

At the regular meeting on 
February 22, the Greenbelt 
city council approved the 
site and landscape plans for 
Belle Pointe, a development 
which will include town- 
houses and commercial con¬ 
struction on Parcel 15. This 
tract of land lies south of 
the lake and is bounded by 
Greenbelt Road, the Belt- 
way and the Beltway exit to 
Kenilworth Avenue. The de¬ 
veloped areas abutting Par¬ 
cel 15 include Charlestowne 
Village, Charlestowne North 
(the high-rise apartment 
building overlooking the 
lake), and the American Le¬ 
gion. 

The city’s Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) had recommended 
approval of the site and land¬ 
scape plans submitted by the 
Milton Company, developer of 
the tract. However, the APB at¬ 
tached some recommendations 
which included city approval of 
signs, revegetation of disturbed 
areas, screening of dumpsters, 
placement of sidewalks and 
landscaping of a 12 ft. berm 
which will separate the devel¬ 
opment from the city’s lake 
park. The city staff added con- 


long-standing animosity between 
the two groups is well known. 

“We’re ticks in their eyes,” 
says Sgt. Barry Byers - one of 
the station’s three full-time vol¬ 
unteer live-ins. Byers loves be¬ 
ing a firefighter and doesn’t ac¬ 
cept the idea that paid men are 
any more professional than vol¬ 
unteers. 

“We are trained the same,” he 
says. “They only have a little 
more training in the sense that 
they are paid to go to college.” 

The lower level of training is 
more than made up by what 
Byers and other volunteers de¬ 
scribe as superior dedication. 

Self-respect 

Greenbelt’s volunteers have 
respect for themselves, even if 
respect from their paid counter¬ 
parts or from the community' 
at-large is not forthcoming. 
They know that two-thirds of 
the time, it is their responsibility 
to put out the fires and to pro¬ 
vide first aid and hospital trans¬ 
port to endangered lives within 
their service area. They say 
they run more than half of the 
station’s calls. The county’s in¬ 
creasing control of the fire and 
rescue service has eroded their 
autonomy, but in the populated 
northern half of the county, inde* 


cerns about the drainage along 
the berm (which might divert 
storm water onto city park pro¬ 
perty), and about a jog in a 
parking lot exit into a planned 
traffic circle. 

The Milton Company was rep¬ 
resented at the meeting by Ed¬ 
ward Gibbs, Jr., of Linowes and 
Blocher. In response to questions 
by Councilmember Edward Pu- 
tens, Gibbs stated that the light 
which will be needed at Lake- 
crest Drive and Greenbelt Road 
will be installed when the State 
Highway Administration determ¬ 
ines that it is needed; in the 
meantime, the Milton Company 
will be required to put up an 
amount of money wdiich will cov¬ 
er the cost of installing the light. 
He went o.n to say that Charles- 
towne Village intends to pave 
the gravel area when the con¬ 
struction is complete and the 
Milton Company will leave the 
area in condition to be paved. 

Representatives of the 
Charlestowne Village owners as¬ 
sociation also appeared before 
the council to voice several con¬ 
cerns. Richard White, spokes¬ 
man for the group, said the 
board was worried about wheth¬ 
er the light at Lakecrest Drive 
would be installed, about de¬ 
struction of trees, whether the 
planned buffer strip would be 


pendent fire companies are still 
relied on. One officer said that 
“if it weren’t for the volunteers, 
the county’s fire and rescue sys¬ 
tem would fall apart.” 

Most of the fire and rescue 
volunteers of Greenbelt’s Comp¬ 
any 35 are from Greenbelt, al¬ 
though some live in nearby 
communities. The bulk of the 
front-line duty is handled by a 
core of young men between 18 
and 32 years of age. They 
have completed at least 144 
hours of formal training in basic 
firefighting, advanced first alid 
and CPR. Periodic recertifica¬ 
tion for advanced first aid and 
CPR is required. 

Those driving the fire engines 
have completed a minimum of 36 
hours of additional training. 
Some volunteers have completed 
higher level courses such as 
EMT (Emergency Medical Tech¬ 
nician), tactics and advanced 
rescue. 

Most impressive about these 
volunteers is the early start most 
of them had as firefighters. Ed¬ 
die Meier, now 22, and the sta¬ 
tion’s deputy fire chief, started 
out as a 13-year-old junior asso¬ 
ciate. John Michael Crisman, 18, 
Sgt. James Stratchko, 27, Cap-

too thin and about loss of park¬ 
ing space in the gravel area 
which will be disturbed during 
construction. 

Although Gibbs outlined the 
many contacts and attempts to 
inform the Charlestowne Village 
residents about the construction 
plans over the last two years, 
Putens and Councilmember An¬ 
toinette Bram expressed their 
unwillingness to approve the 
site plan until the reservations 
of the residents had been met. 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld found a 
compromise solution when he 
suggested that consideration of 
the site plan be interrupted 
while the Charlestowne board 
members and Gibbs attempted to 
come to a meeting of the minds. 

When the Charlestowne Vil¬ 
lage board members returned to 
the council chambers, they repor¬ 
ted that Gibbs had succeeded in 
answering their concerns and 
they had no objection to appro¬ 
val of the site and landscaping 
plan. Gibbs suggested that an¬ 
other condition be added to the 
APB’s list in order to alleviate 
one of the board members’ wor¬ 
ries. This condition would be a 
prohibition against using the 
gravel area for through traffic 
for construction vehicles. With

Rose and Associates, is seeking 
rezoning of the tracts to R-18C. 
According to Celia Wilson, the 
city's Planning and Development 
Coordinator, the R-18C zoning 
category allows apartments with 
a density of up to 20 units per 
acre. Wilson said that two of 
the parcels (one of 16.08 and 
the other with 3.09 acres) are 
currently zoned Rural Residen¬ 
tial, which allows 2.17 units per 
acre. The third tract (2.275 ac¬ 
res) is zoned R-30, a designa¬ 
tion which allows for garden 
apartments with a maximum 
density of 10 units per acre. 

Cynthia M. Jurrius of the law 
firm Fossett & Brugger, who 
represented the developer, stated 
that a strong case can be made 
for rezoning on the basis of 
changes in the neighborhood 
since the last general rezoning 
in 1949. “Change in the neigh¬ 
borhood is the criteria,” (sic), 
she argued. 

The members of GEAC, how¬ 
ever, pointed out the impact of 
the increased traffic on Hanover 
Parkway, which, according to 
the statements of residents who 
live there, is almost gridlocked 
at the Greenbelt Road intersec¬ 
tion in the rush hour. David 
Lychenheim of Windsor Green 
protested against developers 
who, he said, come in and try 
to maximize the density and the 
profits. “Density has an impact 
on everyone,” he said. 

The plan Jurrius presented 
showed some 450 condominium 
units on the three parcels. Jurri¬ 
us desplayed elevations of some 
of the planned structures which, 
she indicated, would contain 14 
or more units per building. Jur¬ 
rius said the units would range 
from one bedroom (possibly with 
a loft) to two bedroom, two bath 
units. 

Among the amenities shown 
on the site plan were a swim¬ 
ming pool and a building Jurrius 
said would be a combination 
bathhouse and clubhouse. Also 
shown was a pond, which she 
characterized as “partly for 
stormwater management.” Ar 
lene Pederson of Greenwood Vil¬ 
lage reminded the group that 
a shallow pond such as this one 
would have to have a 6"foot 
chainiink fence around it and 
would probably be dry much of 
the time. 

GEAC Position 

Jurrius said that the develop¬ 
er would like an expression of 
support from the homeowners or 
at least specifics about changes 
the homeowners would want in 
order to gain their support. 
Greenbelt city council member 
Edward Putens pointed out that 
the homeowners would be sup¬ 
porting vastly increased density 
over the limitation imposed by 
the current zoning: some 450 un¬ 
its as opposed to an estimated 
140 units. (Actually, according 
to Wilson, present zoning would 
limit the number of units to 
less than 100 and most would 
have to be single family homes.) 
On a unanimous vote, GEAC 


members voted to recommend to 
their associations that the boards 
of directors oppose any rezoning 
which would increase the density 
on undeveloped parcels along 
Hanover Parkway. 

Other Topics 

Robert Zugby raised some pro¬ 
cedural questions at the begin¬ 
ning of the meeting. He queried 
whether there was any senti¬ 
ment for meeting twice a month 
instead of the current once-a- 
month meeting. He noted that 
two meetings a month would 
help keep the agenda current 
and would afford a better chance 
to act on topics in a timely 
manner. He didn’t get any tak~ 
ers. 

The members agreed, howev¬ 
er, that the affairs of the com¬ 
mittee required a designated 
secretary. They elected Peder¬ 
son to that office by acclamation. 

Dorothy Pyles of Greenbriar 
raised a question about getting 
the brush and undergrowth 
cleared out of Greenbriar Park, 
which lies at the corner of Man- 
dan Road and Hanover Parkway. 
The undergrowth is considered 
a hazard because it could pro¬ 
vide cover for criminal activi¬ 
ties. Zugby reported that he had 
inquired of the city about the 
status of this request, which had 
been made previously, but he 
had no answer at the time of 
the meeting. 

Contract Awarded for Next 
Part of Metro Green Line 

The Metro board has awarded 
a $40,560,C00 contract for tun¬ 
nels for a portion of the Green 
Line between the future Fort 
Totten and West Hyattsville Sta¬ 
tions. The contractor, J.F. Shea 
Co., Inc. of Bethesda will build 
the mile-long tunnels beginning 
at Gallatin and Eighth Streets. 
N.E. in the District and ending 
just past Russell Avenue in 
Prince Georges County. Most of 
•the property affected by this 
construction is owned by the Na¬ 
tional Park Service or Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission, 

The Green Line is scheduled 
to open between Gallery Place 
and U Street-Howard University 
in late 1990; between Gallery 
Place and Anacostia in late 
1991; and between Fort Totten 
and Greenbelt in late 1993. Seg¬ 
ments between U Street-How¬ 
ard University and Fort Totten 
and between Anacostia and 
Branch Avenue will be built 
when funding is available.

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Pre-Sale Orientation 
Before GHI Board Ag ain

At an unusually short meeting of the board of direc¬ 
tors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. on March 10, the board again 
discussed methods of changing GHFs pre-sale orientation 
for prospective members. Manager Ron Colton's report to 
the board noted that information about the cooperative 
would “ideally" be given to interested buyers before they 
had signed a sales contract. Colton emphasized that buyers 
should be adequately briefed on the nature of a cooperative 
and what the members can and cannot expect in the way 
of maintenance and other services. 


To accomplish this goal. Col¬ 
ton proposed a new briefing tech¬ 
nique which would separate the 
information session from the 
buyer's financial qualification in¬ 
terview. He said that the pre¬ 
sent practice of combining these 
aspects results in a long session 
during which the buyers are in 
danger of being overloaded with 
information. Colton indicated 
that the information sessions 
would probably be held on Sat¬ 
urday mornings to accommodate 
weekend househunters. The 
board also discussed the possi¬ 
bility of making a video tape 
which realtors could show to 
prospective clients. 

Director Mac Wirick said he 
liked the idea of a video tape be¬ 
cause it would make it easy for 
realtors to get accurate informa¬ 
tion to the buyers before they 
signed a sales contract. Direc¬ 
tor Nancy Hutchins pointed out 
that it is in the interest of the 
seller that a prospective member 
be fully informed so that the 
contract is not endangered by 
problems of an unwilling buyer. 
She suggested that management 
enlist members selling their 
homes to help ensure that buy¬ 
ers attend the information ses¬ 
sion before signing the contract. 

The board directed the man¬ 
ager to bring to the board a 
detailed plan for a new orienta¬ 
tion program. This program 
will be discussed at a later 
board meeting. 

Clark Financial Services 

The board authorized the use 
of a recognition agreement with 
Clark Financial Services, adding 
another source of financing for 
GHI units. This firm joins Share 
Loan Service Corporation, Green¬ 
belt Federal Credit Union and 
Citicorp Savings of Washington, 
D.C. as principal sources of 
loans on homes in the coopera¬ 
tive. 

Colton affirmed to the board 
that the recognition agreement 
proposed by Clark Financial 
“clearly gives the co-op protec¬ 
tion" against losses due to a 
member's default. The board ap¬ 
proved the recognition agree¬ 
ment by majority vote with only 
Director Chuck Hess opposed. 

CDBG Funds Supported 

The board went on record as 
supporting continued full fund¬ 
ing of the Community Develop¬ 
ment Block Grant program and 
opposing any further cuts in the 
program. This support had been 
requested in a letter from the 
United States Conference of 
Mayors, the National League of 
Cities and the National Associa¬ 
tion of Counties. Colton noted 
that CDBG funds had played a 
large part in upgrading play¬ 
grounds in GHI, resurfacing 
streets, and replacing sidewalks 
in the last decade. The board 
voted 6 to 1 to express their 
support to the area Congres¬ 
sional representatives. Hess op¬ 
posed the motion, saying that, 
in view of the federal govern¬ 
ments problem with the deficit, 
it would be unwise to oppose 
cuts in any program, however 


worthy. (Director Alan Freas, 
Jr. was unavoidably absent 
from the meeting.) 

Other Items 

The board approved by unani¬ 
mous vote a motion to place a 
historic marker on or near the 
unit at 1-G Gardenway, the first 
home to be occupied in 1937. 
The board also took under con¬ 
sideration a suggestion by mem¬ 
ber Leta Mach that a marker 
also be placed in the 33 Court 
of Ridge in commemoration of a 
visit by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt during construction of 
the town. 

Colton informed the board that 
GHI had received a payment 
from the Maryland Deposit In¬ 
surance Fund on its account in 
the defunct First Maryland Sav¬ 
ings and Loan. This reduces by 
approximately half the amount 
owed to GHI, and Colton said 
the remainder is expected to be 
repaid by December 1989. 

Home Equity Loans 

Colton also said that Citicorp 
has started taking applications 
for purchase loans, refinances, 
and home equity lines of credit 
for GHI homes. This firm is the 


Lake Park Rules of Use 
And Parking Procedures 

City ordinances regulating use 
of the lake park are posted at 
the Concession Stand. These reg¬ 
ulations are for the protection 
of the park and benefit all by 
insuring proper conduct and use.

tural resources and city fixtures; 
6) Selling merchandise, solicit¬ 
ing contributions or distributing 
circulars without city permission.

tain Randy Krob, 29, and Assist¬ 
ant Chief Dickie Wynkoop, 29, 
also started out as 13-year-old 
junior associates. 

According to Meier, the initial 
commitment of becoming a fire¬ 
fighter is the hardest. “When 
you first join, it’s real demand¬ 
ing,^ he said. “It plays with 
your time.’' 

The chance to prove valiant at 
a fire scene or accident is their 
aspiration, but pride in their day- 
to-day role of helping people in 
less dramatic situations keeps 
them going at their job. Many 
calls they run arise out of cau¬ 
tion rather than a need that is 
readily apparent. Two of the 
job’s most unpleasant aspects, 
they say, are being robbed of 
sleep by an early morning call, 
and getting splashed with water 
at a fire scene on a cold night. 
Meier said that seeing the fa¬ 
talities and other serious casual¬ 
ties is -the hardest part of the 
job, especially if the victim is 
“someone you know.” 

Tradition 

What gives firefighting its en¬ 
during charm is tradition. All 
the important elements of that 
tradition long connected with 
folklore are witnessed at the 
firehouse — live-in quarters, a 
gear rack, and red fire engines. 
A volunteer is bonded to that 
tradition every time he reaches 
for his own gear on the rack, or 
when he climbs on an engine 
with a few other volunteers. A 
bonding between volunteers also 
develops around the engine. As¬ 
sistant Chief Wynkoop recalled 
when he, Meier, and Krob were 
tagged the Three Musketeers 
during their days together as 
junior associates, because as 
soon as they got their chance to

this condition included, Council- 
member Thomas X. White made 
a motion to approve the plans 
The motion carried unanimously* 

Police Pension Bills 

Two bills (SB 571 and SB 
539) which had been introduced 
into the Maryland legislature 
would allow police officers 'to 
retire after 25 years of service* 
Police officers are at present in 
the regular state retirement 
plans w'hich require 30 years of 
service for full benefits. City 
Manager James K. Giese indicat¬ 
ed that there are unanswered 
questions concerning both bills 
and recommended that the coun¬ 
cil oppose any bill which requir¬ 
es the city to join the plan with¬ 
out the consent of the city or its 
employees. 

Sgt. John A. Lann, president 
of the local Fraternal Order of 
Police lodge, appeared in sup¬ 
port of SB 539. which he describ¬ 
ed as “an FOP bill.” White, 
glancing through the bill which 
had not been available until 
Lann handed out copies, noted 
that the bill had no estimates 
of the funding liability which the 
city would incur under its pro¬ 
visions. Weidenfeld also said 
that the city would have to know' 
the fiscal impact before support¬ 
ing any bill. Mayor pro tern 
Joseph Isaacs moved to defer ac¬ 
tion on the bill pending further 
study. The motion passed unan¬ 
imously. 

Universal Registration 

Under another bill pending in 
the Maryland legislature (HB 
24), separate voter registration 
for city elections would be abol¬ 
ished and any voter registered 
with the county (for county, 
state and national elections) 
would be eligible to vote in the 
city elections. This change 
would increase the eligible city 
electorate from some 3000 reg¬ 
istered voters to some 12.000. 

In the past, the council has 
opposed such universal registra¬ 
tion bills. Several members ex¬ 
pressed their reservations again 
at this meeing. Bram maintained 
that the task of contacting 9,- 
GOO additional voters will “shut 
out the people who can run for 
peanuts.” She cited an examp¬ 
le in another, unspecified muni¬ 
cipality where candidates had 
had to go to developers for cam¬ 
paign donations when universal 
registration had drastically in¬ 
creased the number of voters 
they had to contact. Putens said 
that spending “does escalate” 
when the candidate has so 
many voters to appeal to. White 
noted that registration in the

county is for partisan elections 
and feared that a partisan influ¬ 
ence might be introduced into 
city elections by the use of voter 
rolls compiled by party. City 
Clerk Gudrun Mills, however, 
said that the county would be 
able to give the city the voter 
rolls without party designation, 
if desired. 

Isaacs, on the other hand, in¬ 
dicated he was less opposed than 
he had been to the concept of 
universal registration; he asked 
his colleagues if they wouldn’t 
rather have more people voting 
in the city elections. His position 
was supported by Keith Cherni- 
koff, who ran for a council seat 
last year, and Ruth Kastner, a 
community activist. 

Weidenfeld and others on the 
council argued that everyone in 
the city who wants to vote can 
do so since registration is made 
so easy. Weidenfeld also point¬ 
ed out that this bill is another 
example of state officials impos¬ 
ing their rules on municipalities 
and that its passage wdll “en¬ 
courage them to impose other 
measures on us.'' 

A motion opposing the bill 
was made by White and second¬ 
ed by Bram. It passed 4-1, with 
Isaacs opposed. 

Other Legislation 

The council voted to support 
other bills in the legislature as 
follow's: legislation to exempt 
municipalities from the county 
energy tax bill; a bill which 
would require home delivery food 
companies (for example, pizza 
purveyors) to have auto accident 
insurance or to post a bond with 
the county; lo establish a state 
police training academy funded 
by a $5 increase in court costs. 

The council voted to oppose a 
bill which would defer tax in¬ 
creases for owners of property 
rezoned to the Comprehensive 
Design Zone category until the 
property is developed. The coun¬ 
cil also opposed a bill which 
would prohibit a public body 
from meeting in closed session 
to discuss appointments or the 
resignation of appointees. The 
city staff pointed out that this 
provision would, among other 
things, prohibit private inter¬ 
views or consideration of ap¬ 
pointments to the city advisory 
boards. 

Other Actions 

The council deferred renewal 
of the Green Ridge House man¬ 
agement contract with Commun¬ 
ity Realty until the residents as¬ 
sociation has a chance to express 
its views. 

The council received a recom¬ 
mendation from Giese to amend 
the city's position classification 
plan to designate job classes as 
fixed salary basis or hourly pay 
basis. The designations are re¬ 
quired to comply with the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. The coun¬ 
cil w r ill consider the recommen¬ 
dation at its next meeting.

Free Legal Help Available 
For Low Income Persons 

The Prince George’s County 
Bar Association has a Pro-bono 
project that provides free legal 
services to low income residents 
of this county for civil cases. 
The project is administered by 
the County Bar Association of¬ 
fice in conjunction with Prince 
Georges County “Legal Aid 
Bureau, Inc,,” which provides a 
fulltime legal assistant to screen 
and assign cases to attorneys 
through the project. 

The phone number to call to 
inquire about free legal services 
for civil cases is 927-6300. In¬ 
take days and times for screen¬ 
ings are Mondays from 9 a.m. to 
12 noon, and 2 to 4 p.m. 

An individual’s eligibility for 
free legal assistance is determ¬ 
ined by income, the number of 
dependents living within the 
household and the type of case 
involved. The project handles 
mainly domestic relations cases, 
as well as some debt collection 
defense cases. Bankruptcy cas¬ 
es are on an advice-only basis. 

The gross income guidelines 
used to determine eligibility for 
services are the same as those 
used by the Legal Aid Bureau, 
Inc., and they are published an¬ 
nually, with adjustments, in the 
Federal Register. 

Persons eligible for free legal 
services are referred by the pro¬ 
ject to private attorneys within 
the county, who are members of 
the Prince Georges County Bar 
Association.
